eral denial of 
discrimination. 
The 


regents admit men are getting more 
salary, but say it is not on account 
of sex discrimination, but rather on 
the value of service performed. 


Supply and DeauBd 


"Salaries are regulated by supply 


and demand," said one board mem- 
ber. 
"There is a market price for 


men instructors. There is also a 
market price for women instructors. 
The market price of the women Is 
lower than that of the men. 
If the 


women petitioners get what they de- 
mand, the result would he that wom- 
en instructors would lose their posi- 
tions and men would he substituted. 
*"Why? Well for one thing,, there 
la more permanency about men in- 
structors. It is their life work. They 
are not usually diverted, but perfect 
themselves in their work and become 
more efficient. 


"On the other hand the women usu- 


•lly last five or six years, then get 
narried and enter domestic life. This 
tendency affects the market value of 
women instructors. 


"There is another reason. 
Women 


work cheaper than men. 
They are 


usually without dependents. They 
can afford to take less for their ser- 


vice. This bring* down their market 
value.

"There Is no discrimination no far 


as salaries are concerned, but the 
men Instructors get 
more 
money. 


They will continue to get It. As a 
matter of fact they are better teach- 
ers. 
They are better because It is
